cofactor...' Applicants argue that the new claims have suport from the original claims 9, 11-12. However, the original claims do not 
recite cofactor is "mimic of nicotinamide adenine dinucleotide or mimic of nicotinamide adenine di-nucleotide phosphate. Applicants 
have not pointed out any other support in the specification.
